wanted by the Omaha police for the 
kidnapping of the son of Millionaire 
Packer Edward Cudahy in 1900. was 
arrested in this city Monday night, 
Crowe's identification has been made 
iplete through photographs sent to 
the authorities by the Omaha officers.

Poultry Hotel. 

Have the winter <|Uartera ready 
for the fowls. 

Confined fowls must have their 
wants carefully attended to. 

The plumage of old fowls tends to 
■hade lighter with increasin^r years. 

During the shedding of feathers 
the hens lay very few egsra and some- 
times none at all. 

Teach the young chicks to scratch 
as farly as possible by scattering 
small grain among litter. 

Poultry powders are rarely re- 
quiio(i for flocks that are fed and 
cared for properly. 

A little flax seed meal in the food 
will lielp the old fowls to pass through 
moulting readily. 

Air slacked lime dusted every- 
where is cheap and will aid material- 
ly in destroying lice, gapes and roup. 

The roosts should he low, es- 
pecially for large, heavy fowlf? and 
should all be of the same height. 

When the hens stop laying they 
I may often be started again by a 
change of food. 

I'rpvent disease among the fowls 
rather than risk curing them; keep 
the quarters clean and supply pure 
water. 

While ducks require water to as- 
sist iii swallowit^g their food they 
should not be allowed on ponds until 
well feathered. 

One advantage in breeding ducks is 
their freedom from disease; after 
they are a wedtold there is but little 
danger. 

In nearly all cases improvement 
among poultry can be more readily 
secured if only one or two breeds are 
kept rather than a larger number, 

The hens must have quiet and 
clean quarters. No quiet> no di- 
gestion, or at least imperfect di 
g^stioD and dirt aqd lack of health, 

One important item in fat teiiing 
fowls economically is to supply the 
food in away that is easily digested. 

The flesh of the guinea is dark 
but contains a delicacy of flavor that 
approaches that of wild game. 

The laying of unusually large eggs 
is an indication that the hens are 
too fat. 

Pekin ducks are profitable both as 
market fowls and egg producers. 
A good grass run ia one thing need- 
ful m order to grow them with 
profit. 

Keep fat hens on ground oats and 
avoid corn or wheat. The best remedy 
for this trouble ia exerdae and th( 
more active the fowl»,the len liabili 
ty in this direction. 

If we would keep up the vigor and 
vitality of the flocks new blood 
be bibred into them. Purchaaenew 
chicks forbreedmgin good season 
in the fall. 

Do not allow the chicks to roost on 
small roosts while they are young. 
If allowed in the roosts before their 
breasts become firm and hardened 
they will be nearly sure to have 
crooked breast bonfs. 

The guinea fowls come nearest to 
being self supporting of all the kinds 
of poultry in domestication. It ia a 
great forager, prefers to roost out of 
doors, lays a large number of finely 
flavored eggs and is hard to excel aa 
a table fowl. 

Geese can be fattened cheaply, as 
tb«ar will largely consume chopped 
tuii^ps or any other kind of cheap 
material at this season, but to get 
them very fat they should have care; 
also corn meal can be added to the 
chopped turnips. Feed five times a 
day and do not get too fat. 

Conimcmv in good season to store 
supply of food for winter. The 
small unmarketable potatoes, been, 
carrots, apples, turnips and cabbages 
can all be used to a good advantage 
in feeding the poultry during the 
winter. Sorghum seed, broom com 
seed, sunflower seed may also be 
saved will add to to the variety, 
nierels little danger of getting too 
much.— Ex.

The ancestor of all hats he con 
siders to have been the fillet or 
band round the hair worn by the 
ancient Greeks, amonp; others.
